St. Louis. 
Since voting on the Speaker's 
post was secret, there is no way 
of telling just how all of the South­ 
east Missouri delegation voted. But, 
according to the best possible in­ 
formation. m ost of the representa­ 
tive.'- from New Madrid, Scott. Mis- 
si 
q»pi. and Stoddard Counties vo­ 
ted for Walsh and against the even­ 
tual winner, Tom G raham of Jeff­ 
erson City. 
This m eans that at least some 
of Southeast Missouri’s lawm akers 
from these 
four counties, all ot 
whom are freshm en legislators in 
the lower cham ber, will find it ex­ 
trem ely difficult to be placed on
